gerald began his charge to the jury.

JEROME'S MASTERLY SPEECH. 


District Attorney Gave Bi~ Crowd its 


Money's Worth. 


New York, April 10.—The trial of 


Harry K. Thaw for the murder of Stan 
Eord White entered upon its final stage 
today before the jury takes into its 
hands the fate of the young million 
Hire Pittsburger. 


District Attorney Jerome at 11:39 


began his address to the jury, arguing 
with great force for the conviction o 
-rha«:. .He began ~by-telling-~the -jury 


that they had been' wandering througl 
'.he fields of romance for two days. HIT 
said the case on trial was' not one o 
rape, but one o£ murder. 
. 


Made Powerful Address. 


Mr. Jerome disclaimed all'intention 


Df entering into an oratorical contest 
with Mr. Delmas, but it is seldom that 
jn address more powerful, .more sub- 
lie, more logical has been heard in a 
court room. From cold logic he parsed 
lo biting sarcasm and then invective, 
frith here and there a touch of pathos. 
He had the closest attention of the 
|urors and spectators, including the 
Tliaw family. 
His defense of Stan- 


lord White, whose spirit., he said, 
seemed to be hovering in the court 
room begging to be heard before it 
was blackened forever, was littered 
with irnpressiveness and with tears in 
his eyes.

Btormed the court room 
doors this 


morning in an effort to hear District 
Attorney Jerome sum up the state's 
;ase against Harry K. Thaw, slayer of 
Stanford White. Although court was 
not convened until 11:30 o'clock fully 
two hours before that time the ad- 
vance guard of spectators began to 
arrive and took up positions of van- 
tage in the corridors leading to the 
court room so as to, be among the 
first to be admitted when the doors 
were opened. 
The police; however, 


anticipating just such a move on the 
part of outsiders, were prepared for 
the rush and kept the doors closed 
until 11 o'clock. But this did not pre- 
rent a large number of favored friends 
from getting into the court room be- 
fore that hour. 


Court Room Was Taxed. 


Court attendants employed the side 


doors leading to the ante-rooms to 
good advantage and so when the main 
entrance was opened the trial room 
was almost filled. 


The small enclosure in front of the 


judge's bench was also taxed to its 
utmost capacity by the friends and as- 
sistants of the district attorney and 
altogether the scene in the court room 
when Mr. Jerome rose to address the 
jury was one of tense interest, ex- 
pectancy and suppressed excitement.

"If yon find that this 
defendant 


was insane when he killed Stanford 
White, it is your duty to say so in 
your verdict. If you do not say so it 
is because you believe that this crime 
was justifiable. 
Justifiable does not 


mean dementia Americana; it means 
self defense. But, when a man sits 
with his head in, his hands and is de- 
liberately shot with a pistol held so 
close to him that after the shooting 
the victim's own brother-in-law did 
not recognize him, it can hardly be 
called self defense east of the Mis- 
issippi river. 


Four Verdicts Possible. 


"There can be logically but one of 


four verdicts returned by you—mur- 
der in the first degree, because there 
was not only design but premedita- 
tion; murder in the second degree,.be- 
cause there was design but no premed- 
itation; manslaughter, because there 
was neither design nor premeditation, 
but merely heat of passion: or lastly, 
'not guilty because of insanity.' 


"Gentlemen of the jury, it is for 


counsel to appeal to you as they them- 
selves see tlieir duty. To me the duty 
points only to an appeal upon the evi- 
dence in court. 
Counsel should not 


inject other things into this case. Any 
effort to. inflame your passions and to 
turn your minds from the issue in this 
trial to another case is not considered 
the duty of counsel on the Atlantic

The commissioner 
especially appeals for canned milk 
He says there are 300,000 children in 
Samara province who have no milk 
and are forced to eat. coarse 
bread 


made of acorns, powdered wood and 
cucumbers, resulting in thousands of 
deaths and much disease.

peals to the Anglo Saxons for ?2,500, 
000 to save "twenty millions of hu- 
man beings who are dying lingering 
deaths from starvation."

CANTON BILLED TOR FORAKER 


Town Placarded With Notices of His 


Speech Tonight. 


Canton. Ohio. April 10.—The people 


of Ibis city were much surprised to 
day to see "the town billed in every di 


ionnl both because it docs not fall 
vithin the scope of the authority giv- 
n to congress to regulate interstate 
commerce and at the same time-it un- 
lertakes to regulate commerce with 
n the states. 
In the Howard case 


the suit was for ?20,000 damages occa- 
sioned by the accidentlal killing of 
the plaintiff's husband while serving 
as a fireman on the 
Illinois Central 


railroad near Memphis, Tenn. 
The 


case was tried before Judge McCall, 
in the United States circuit court, 
northern district of Tennessee, 
who 


also held the law to be invalid on the 
two grounds that liability for acci- 
dent cannot be regulated under the 
commerce clause of the constitution, 
and that, even if it could be, the au- 
thority would not extend to the regu- 
lation of interstate commerce which 
he, like Judge Evans, asserted was 
undertaken by the law.

T of the suits, hut str.ce 
tie law has been attacked, it ha? in- 
ervened and the department of jus- 
ce will be represented in the argu- 


ment. The attorney general has filed 


n exhaustive 
brief in the case in

On (.he point as to whether congress 


las the power to regulate the instru- 
neniality of interstate commerce the 
attorney general contends that such 
•ogulation is in line with the regula- 
ion of interstate commerce itself, and 
le asserts that the courts have fre- 
quently recognized the power to regu- 
ate the liability of common carriers. 
'It is difficult," he proceeds, "to see 
why, 
if congress 
may regulate the 


lability of common carriers and oth- 
ers'engaged in interstate commerce to 
strangers, it may not regulate their 
liability to their employes, the protec- 
tion of interstate commerce being as 
much involved in the one case as in 
the other. * *

"It would be strange, indeed, if it 


should be held that congress can pro- 
tect .everything and everybody con- 
nected with interstate commerce—the 
carrier, the passenger, the stranger, 
the merchandise—but could not pro- 
tect the persons employed to carry it 
on, those that bear the heat and bur- 
den of the day. * * * * 


"From the foundation of the gov- 


ernment the power of congress to reg- 


ate 
interstate and 
foreign 
com- 


erce has been construed to extend to 
ne regulation of the instrumentalities 


which such commerce is conducted, 


nd the regulation of such instnimen- 
alities to include control over the per- 
ons operating the same." 
With reference to the applicability 
f the law to railroad employes, whose 
uties are confined to one state, he 
ays: 


"It is the carrier and not its em- 
loyes that the act. seeks lo regulate, 
nd the carrier is subject to such reg- 
lations because it is engaged in in- 
erstate commerce.

hat congress can nake a common 
arrior engaged in interstate com- 
nerco liab'le to any one for its negli- 
gence who is affected by it: and" if 
hey can do that, necessarily it can 
make such carrier liable to all of its 
employes."

Escaped Lifer and the Crime He Com-1 


milled. 


Marion, Ind., April 10.—The escape 


of John Fleming, the "lifer," from the 
prison nnrth, who was convicted of 
the murder of Sheriff Rohert Jones, of 
Grant county, recalls 
that tragedy. 


Jones was elected sheriff 
of Grant 


county in November, 1888, and soon 
after took his office. 
Fleming had 


heen arrested for horse-stealing, but 
he escaped from jail. The sheriff was 
chagrined because of his flight, and 
made a vigorous hunt for the fugitive. 


A few days later Fleming was traced 


to a house in Jerome, Howard county, 
where his sweetheart, Miss Ida Mc- 
Quiston, was staying. Sheriff Jones 
called at this house, mil was told that 
Fleming was not there. He persisted 
in entering and searching the house 
and he encountered Fleming in an 
inner room, who fired upon him at 
short range, the wound causing his 
death in a day or two. Fleming was 
caught, and held by the sheriff till oth- 


rs came to his assistance. 
Fleming was tried 
for murder in 


-Toward county and was sentenced to 
ife imprisonment. Several times an 
effort was made to obtain his parole

The 
structures in which the institute is 
housed are situated in Schneley park, 
one of the most attractive pleasure 
grounds in the city of Pittsburg. Mr. 
Carnegie first broached the subject.of 
establishing a free library in Pitts- 
burg in 1881, but owing to the laws 
existing at that time the gift could 
not be accepted until 18S7. He finally 


I gave a million to the object, and then 
i gave additional funds for enlarging 
the scope of the institution, until the 
sum of six millions in all had been 
contributed.

PROF. ZUEBLIN'S LECTURE. 


Chicago University Professor Talks of 


"Public Art." 


Tho subject of "Public 'Art" -with 


which Prof. Zuohlln, of Chicago, com- 
pleted his course of six lectures In 
Westminster church last, evening, was 
treated in a most practical manner. 
It might well have been termed a talk 
on "civic pride," for it was a direct 
appeal for clean streets, removal of 
unsightly hill boards, poles and hang- 
ings o£ various kinds, and better taste 
In decoration of public buildings. The 
latter havo money enough expended 
on them, hut errors In good taste often 
come from expenditures in unneces- 
sary directions, often to a degree of 
extravagance.

These are questions which 
resi- 


dents 
of 
Tidewater—as 
Norfolk, 


Portsmouth, Newport News and Old 
Point Comfort collectively are known 
—are asked by. every visitor. After a 
thorough survey of the situation they 
can fully and frankly be answered. 


The Jamestown exposition will he a 


good show and it will open on time. 
The only danger in sight is that it 
will be too much of a success for these 
small cities to stand, despite their 
desperate efforts to prepare' for the 
millions of visitors expected. 


April 2G will see the gates of the 


exposition swing open and all the 
wheels-started-when President Roose- 
velt presses a button. But some of 
the buildings will not be completed 
and not all the exhibits will be placed 
in those which are ready. The sum- 
mer months and those of the early 
fall will be the time when the exposi- 
tion will be seen at its best. 


Captain John Smith is much revered 


here as the leader of the little hand 
of English colonists who made the 
first English settlement 
at James- 


town, in 1607. The exposition now is 
possible because of this settlement, 
but it is the commercial^ spirit and en- 
ergy' of the people of Tidewater which 
has brought it to a glowing promise' 
of success. They expect the exposi- 
tion to be successful, but they know 
It will end on December 1, and they 
have looked ahead. 
Their vision is 


that with the death of the exposition 
there will be horn a new commercial 
epoch for Norfolk and Portsmouth 
and Newport News, and that hence- 
forward Tidewater, Va:, will be the 
great port of the south. 


To the people of Tidewater the 


Jamestown exposition is a far more 
Important • affair than the settlement 
It celebrates. 


The exposition managers tell you 


that eight million persons will be 
here between April 26 and December 
1. They estimate that each person 
will visit the exposition grounds on 
an average of two times. The admis- 
sion is fifty cents, so that would 
yield a revenue of ?g,000,000. 
That 


estimate represents substantial suc- 
cess. 


Under the leadership of the late 


Fltzbugh Lee the people of Tidewater 
planned to celebrate the ter-centennial 
of primal English settlement with a 
million dollar show, largely naval dis- 
play. General Lee died. The enter- 
prise faltered. 
The promoters cast 


around for another inspiring Virginia 
name, backed up by the 
required 


brains and resourcefulness. 
They 


made Harry St George Tucker, form- 
er member of congress and one of the 
ablest lawyers in the country, presi- 
dent of the exposition company In 
place of General Lee. The movement 
gained strength. Now it will he some- 
thing more than a six million dollar 
show, and the naval display will be 
hut one of many features. 


Great Naval Display. 


The greatest display of war ships 


ever witnessed in American waters 
will be that anchored In Hampton 
Roads the day the exposition, is open- 
ed. In the Atlantic fleet, commanded 
by Admiral Evans, there will be six- 
teen battleships. The Hags of at least 
twelve other powers will nutter over 
their respective armored craft. 


Only Japan's will he missing of all 


the great naval nations. The Japan- 
ese ships must come all the way from 
the far east and they started with the 
idea that the exposition would open 
on May 13. That will be the three 
hundredth anniversary of the landing 
at Jamestown. 


All of a sudden the exposition man- 


agement decided that the proper time 
to launch the enterprise was on the 
anniversary of the day on which the 
English' first set foot on American 
soli. That was April 26, 1607. The 
English landed on the 
first shore 


they say, which was Cape Henry. A 
hand of hostile Indians swooped down 
on them and drove the colonists hack 
to their ship. Cruising around the 
waters of Hampton Roads, they finally 
eteered up a river which they after- 
ward named the James, in honor of 
their sovereign, and landing upon 
what was then a peninsula, hut Is now 
an island, they founded the first Eng- 
lish settlement in America and called 
it .Jamestown, also to compliment 
their ruler. 


To the visiting ob-^rver here it 


looks as though tho exposition would 
be too large for Tidewater. 
Norfolk 


has a population of 75,000 persons at 
the outside. 
Half of them are ne- 


groes. 
Therefore 
the 
accommoda- 


tions for visitors are not much more, 
ordinarily, than those afforded by a 
town of 35,000 or 40,000 persons. 
The 


whole Tidewater region has a popula- 
tion of about 150,000 persons. 
The

with a track to the exposition grounds. 
It is a single track, and with smaller

Hope in Water Transportation. 


Water transportation must save the 


day, and the exposition management 
is confident that it will. A dozen 
steamers from New Tork harbor and 
elsewhere will be here on opening day

the exposition the business public of 
these cities have prepared for the 
rush which they expect'and hope for. 
A doaen hotels have gone up In Nor- 
folk. 
Some of them are palatial. 


None of them are temporary. 
To,the 


natural inquiry of what will become 
of them when, the rush of visitors is 
over the Norfolk business man makes 
an optimistic answer: 
"This town 


•will live up to them, sir." 


Many New Hotels Open. 


About the first thing which strikes 


the eye as one approaches Norfolk by 
boat is the tall structure of the new 
Lynnhaven hotel, so named in honor 
of the famous nay whence come the 
best oysters in the world. It has two 
hundred rooms. The Lorraine, a cosy 
hostelry, now open, Is another addi- 
tion, with 106 rooms. The Victoria, 
with 115 rooms; the Haddington, the 
Colonial, the Princess and the Savoy, 
each with a smaller number, are new 
names on the Norfolk hotel list AH 
are centrally located, and increase 
several fold the facilities for good ac- 
commodations heretofore offered by 
the Montlcello, Atlantic, 
Gladstone 


and Algonquin. 


To fill the natural desire of many 


visitors to live beside the sea two new 
hotels, the Pine Beach and Arcade, 
have been built at 
Pine 
Beach, at 


Hampton Roads. As at St. Tennis in 
1904, this exposition has its Inside Inn, 
an attractive hotel located within the 
grounds, and which offers strong In- 
ducements to persons who do not care 
for the bother of getting to and from 
the grounds from a distance. 
t , 


At Old Point Comfort, where' the 


Chamherlin has been the resort of 
fashion for years, a new hotel, the 
Sherwood, has been built with accom- 
modations for 250 patrons. Another 
addition Is the Point Comfort Tavern, 
which will be nearly as commodious 
as the Chamberlin. In addition to the 
Lexington, Pocahontas, Newport and 
Commercial, Newport News Is to have 
a new hotel called the Warwick, with 
capacity for 500 patrons. 


Virginia Beach, long a favorite re- 


sort for this part of the country, has 
the old Princess Anne and the Arling- 
ton, in addition to which have been 
opened the Waverley and O'Keefe's 
Inn. . Cape Henry has the Hygeia and 
the Buckingham. More hotels are be- 
ing put up every day, especially around 
the exposition grounds. 


Geographically the location of the 


exposition at Sewall's Point is a little 
remote, so far as communication by 
land is concerned. It is six miles dis- 
tant from Norfolk by street car and 
steam line and about the same dis- 
tance by boat. It lies directly across 
Hampton Roads from Old Point and 
Newport News, and the ferries from 
these places will make the trip, it ia 
promised, in between twenty and thir- 
ty minutes each. 


There is one double track street car 


line between Norfolk and the exposi- 
tion grounds, and at present its service 
Is inadequate even for the needs of 
the 1,600 workmen now employed on 
the grounds. They count themselves 
lucky If they make the trip to Norfolk 
In one hour and doubly fortunate is 
the man who is able to get a scat. To 
these daily strap hangers the boast of 
the street car company that it will 
handle thousands of passengers com- 
fortably every hour appeals as a joke. 
Eighty new cars constitute the addi- 
tional preparation which this street 
car company has made. 


It employs inexperienced boys as 


conductors for tlie most part and is 
nhout as unpopular a corporation as 
ccn be found anywhere. 


The other transit facilities between 


Norfolk and the exposition consists of 
tho Tidewater railroad, the new lino

Prices of food and lodging, of course, 


are following the usual exposition ten- 
dency. They are going up. There Is 
a keen desire on the part oi many res- 
idents that prices should not he un- 
reasonably 
advanced, that visitors 


should not 
be "gouged." 
Whether 


those who are broad enough to see the 
wisdom of this course will be able to 
counteract the natural 
tendency 
of 


many to make as much money as they 
can from every visitor remains to be 
seen. 


The casual visitor to the ground will 


have difflciilty in accepting the assur- 
ance of the officials that the place will 
be in presentable condition when the 
opening day arrives. The great double 
pier, which, sentinelled by 'graceful 
towers and broad landings, Is the chief 
feature of the water front as shown in 
the highly colored bird's-eye advertise- 
ment, Is now a scene of confusion. 
Piles have been driven as far out as 
the pier will extend, and a part of the 
wall is finished. 


Where Ships Will Land. 


Here it is that President Roosevelt 


antl the admirals and captains of two 
score' war ships are to land, scarcely 
less than a month from now. It looks 
like a great task to complete, but the 
contractors have a heavy penalty over 
their heads if they fail. 


The broad open space Immediately 


before this pier, which in maps of the 
ground is marked "Raleigh Square," 
and the adjoining 
space 
which 
is 


shown by the same map to be reserved 
for lagoons and fountains is now an 
expanse of ploughed ground. 


The scrapers turn up now* and then 


cannon balls and old muskets, relics 
of the engagements between federal 
war craft and the confederate batter- 
ies on Sewall's Point. 
Flanking this 


open space are the two largest, build- 
ings, one for machinery and transpor- 
tation, the other for manufactures' and 
fine arts. 
Colonial In 
architecture, 


these .buildings are complete save for 
interior decoration and a good scrub- 
bing, but are destitute of sidewalks 
and parking. 


The central building is the adminis- 


tration 
building, which contains a 


large auditorium where the president 
will speak on March 26. It is com- 
plete save for audience chairs and In- 
terior decorations. Its wings, which 
are destined to contain the exhibits 
of historic art 
and 
education, still 


have the scaffolding standing within. 


The.fironroof buildings, adjoining on 


cither .side of these two wings, and 
which are to contain valuable docu- 
ments, paintings and rare historical 
archives, 
aro 
far 
from 
complete, 


their concrete skeleton just having 


Norfolk, Va., April G.—There have 


been expositions, to celebrate various 
epochs in the history of this nation 
and of other nations, such as stated 
periods of the whole country's growth 
and.the acquisition of territory, but 
never before has there been any ex- 
position held to 
commemorate 
an 


event of such universal interest as 
that the Jamestown ter-centennial will 
celebrate and commenorate near Nor- 
folk, Va., from April 26 to November 
SO, inclusive. 


Since the first English settlement 


was founded at Jamestown, Va., in 
1607, 
many expositions 
havo 
been 


held to mark the steps of progress, 
but it Is doubtful if all of them com- 
bined have so forcibly demonstrated 
the progress of Individual, corpora- 
tions or nations as will the James- 
town exposition this year. 


It will not be a local, sectional, 


state or national exposition, but in- 
ternational and as wide in its scope 
and In a manner as far reaching in 
results as.-was the first English settle- 
ment at Jamestown, from which nu- 
cleus grew the entire United States 
and virtually the entire settlement of 
the North American continent, with 
all its marvellous history, some of 
which is written in the blood of many 
of America's noblest sons, but over 
all of which pours the sunshine of a 
progress and a prosperity than which 
the history of the world records none 
greater. 


America history and the history of 


the United States, unlike the history 
of other countries and other nations, 
is faithfully recorded nnd marked by 
epochs so prominent and so definite 
that every child can tell you the story 
and the Jamestown exposition will 
mark the climax of this record. 


It was 169 years from the first set- 


tlement at Jamestown till the old Lib- 
erty bell rang out the first glad peal 
of American independence in Phila- 
delphia—an independnce that no ex- 
ternal wars nor internal strife has 
ever shaken or ever will shake. 
It 


was eighty-nine- j-ears from the Decla- 
ration of Independence till the battle 
of Appomattox and the virtual close 
of a. conflict between 
brother 
and 


brother—between 
the 
bravest 
and 


best men that over trod the sodden 
soil of a field of carnage. 
And, for- 


ty-two years will have elapsed from 
the closo of the war of the rebellion 
until the opening of the Jamestown 
exposition, at which all this history 
will bo reviewed—reviewed, too, on 
the very ground whore most of it was 
mado, nnd within the sound of the 
sullen cannon that spoke death nnd 
victory or defeat, at

The buildings which will be occu- 


pied by the various states participat- 
ing have nearly all been completed. 
The New York building Is the most 
backward; 
except 
that of Indiana, 


which has not yet been started. 


There is a charming grouping of 


them on the water front, and although 
they are not all of the same style of 
'^architecture they run generally to the 
(Colonial. 
Many represent some his- 


toric structure. 
The Virginia build- 


ing" is a reproduction of the home of 
Madison. 
Especial interest attaches 


to tho Georgia building because it is 
a copy of Bulloch Hall, the birthplace 
and home of President Roosevelt's 
mother. 


Ohio has a replica of Adena, the 


first stone house built west of the Al- 
legheny 
mountains. 
Pennsylvania 


has 
reproducer! Independence Hall. 


Maryland's exhibit will be housed in 
Carroll Hall, the home of Governor 
Carroll, of Maryland, signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
The 


Talmadge 
home, the first Colonial 


mansion build 
in 
Connecticut, has 


been copied for that state's represen- 
tation. 
T^he Massachusetts building 


is a replica o£ the first state house in 
that commonwealth, and Rhode Island 
has done the same thing in housing 
its exhibit. Beauvoir, the Mississippi 
home of Jefferson Davis, has been 
reproduced as headquarters for the 
Daughters of the Confederacy. Other 
states will follow 
with 
handsome 


buildings, which, however, are not so 
suggestive of historic memories as the 
ones mentioned. 


Buildings-for Porto "Rico and Pana- 


ma are in course 
of erection, and 


through the efforts of Senor N. Veloz 
Golticoa the funds have been provid- 
ed for the erection 
of a handsome 


structure to house the exhibit o£ the 
Bureau of American Republics. Santo 
Domingo will have a large exhibit and 
Hayti a handsome pavilion in the pure 
foods building. 


Mention o£ Panama recalls the fact 


that in front of one' of the government 
buildings there will be reared a real- 
istic model of the Panama canal, per- 
fect to scale and showing the opera- 
tion of the isthmian waterway In de- 
tail, with water, locks and miniature 
ships. 
This is an exhibit, in which 


President Roosevelt 
and 
Secretary 


Taft. have taken an especially keen 
interest. It is yet to be put in place. 


The man who. visits the grounds 


several days successively is impressed 
with the rapidity 
of 
construction. 


Where one day stands a pool of water 
the next will find it filled to a level 
and nicely erraded ready for (ho sod. 
The partially completed building in 
disorder today is nearly cleaned up to- 
morrow. 


The great steamboat pier needed 


for the accommodation not only of the 
ferries from the tidewater cities, but 
for the passeneer steamers from tho 
north and south, is yet largely to bo 
constructed, but the contractors will 
be nusberl. 


Clearly the best time to sea tho ex- 


position will not be the spring months. 
Tho summer will find it better order- 
ed and the early Fall doubtless in the 
flower of its career. The opening day 
will probably see a fairly presentable 
front. 
The central buildings will bo 


well finished, but there cannot help 
but be a wealth of ragced edges. A 
little time for these handicaps lo be 
corrected and 
nil indications point 


fo a wholly enjoyablo attraction. 


Yacht and Balloon Racing. 


Yacht racing 
nnd 
balloon racing 


will bo noteworthy features of the 
Jamestown 
exposition. The 
latter 


sport, oE which the devotees in this 
country steadily are increasing, will 


be given especial attention. The pro- 
gram 
arranged will constitute an 


"aaeronautic congress" and will be a 
forerunner to the great contest at St. 
Loiiis. 


Coal and hydrogen gas will be fur- 


nished gratuitously for competing bal- 
loons. Albert Francis Zahni is secre- 
tary of the aeronautic committee, and; 
General 
James Allen, chief signal 


officer, U. S. A., is an honorary mem- 
ber.' William J. Hammer, .Augustus 
Post, . Ernest La Rue Jones, 
Carl 


DIenstbach" and Charles W. Kohlsaat 
are other members of 'the committee. 
The various sub-committees include 
in their membership practically all 
the persons identified with ballooning 
or aerial science in this country. The 
official program contains balloon, fly- 
ing machine and kite competitions for 
eighteen separate days of the exposi- 
tion. 


The waters of Hampton Roads af- 


ford excellent advantages for yacht 
racing. The exposition company Is- 
sued a general Invitation to the prin- 
cipal yacht clubs of the country, as a 
resul t of which a convention of 
yachtsmen was held at the Hampton 
Roads Yacht club, in June, 1906.

The plan as announced is to have 


the state delegations to the national 
convention from those states Known 
to be favorable to the president in- 
structed for him, notwithstanding the 
knowledge in advance that the presi- 
dent would not be a candidate for re- 
nomination. Then when the president 
should decline to accept the nomina- 
tion the delegates are to consider 
themselves free and are to be switch- 
ed over to some candidate backed by 
the combination and who shall be op- 
posed 
to Mr. Roosevelt's policies. 


The "favorite son" dodge is also said 
to he on the schedule. 


Authorized Statement Made. 


It was with the full knowledge and 


consent, of the president that the ad- 
ditional details were given out at the 
white house o£ the amazing conspira- 
cy which the president cays exists 
among 
the 
Harriman-Rocketeller- 


Hearst interests to defeat any candi- 
date who bears the indorsement of 
Roosevelt 
The 
information which 


was given out "by authority" goes 
even further than the president did 
yesterday, 
and the 
president now 


claims that not only his candidate for 
the presidency but his policies will be 
attacked by the conspirators, who 
have pledged a 
$5,000,000 
fund 
to 


carrv out their scheme. 


The 
statement issued from 
the 


•white house today is different from 
the talk the president had yesterday 
with a s«.;orc or more of the news- 
paper correspondents. Its authenticity 
has not and will not be questioned by 
the president, who knew of every de- 
tail before announcement of it was 
made. 
According to this statement 


the conspiracy to defeat Roosevelt 
candidates and policies extends over 
the whole country. 


Senator Penrose a Leader. 


Senator Boise Penrose, of Pennsyl- 


vania, is one of the arch conspirators, 
"{according to the whitt; house informa- 
tion, and is working band and glove 
with the anti-Roosevelt forces not only 
In Pennsylvania but throughout the 
United States. It was through his in- 
discretion and boastfulness, the state- 
ment continues, that the full details 
of the conspiracy were brought to the 
attention of President Roosevelt and 
thus put him on his guard. 


The president has announced his 


acceptance of the challenge of the 
anti-Roosevelt faction and it was said 
at the white house today that those in 
charge of the movement would find 
that the president was no novice in 
the game of politics. 


According to the statement issued 


at the white house a private dinner 
was recently given at the Shoreham 
hotel, at which Senator Penrose was 
present. 
Under the mellowing In- 


fluences of the social board and elo- 
quent speeches the senator is said to 
iiavu disclosed to the friends of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt who were present the 
details of the conspiracy, which as- 
tounded them. 
The story unfolded 


by the Pennsylvania senator, as dis- 
closed at the white house today, Is 
that the Harrlman, Rockefeller and 
kindred interests have raised a fund 
of $5,000,000 to be used in defeating 
the president's policies. 


A shrew political campaign has al- 


ready been Inaugurated against the 
president. The plan is to bring out 
favorite sons in as many states as 
can be manipulated; to secure and 
have the delegates to the republican 
national convention instructed to vote 
for them. It IB also planned to have 
delegates 
in the strong Roosevelt 


states instructed for him, and when 
ho declines to become a candidate 
those Instructed ^clegates will be re- 
leased from their obligations and will 


he free to vote for some other candi- 
date. 


It is the purpose of the anti-Roose- 


velt forces to meet about thirty days 
before the nest republican national 
convention assembles and decide on 
a nominee who is opposed to the 
Roosevelt policies. Penrose, with the 
Harriman and Rockefeller interests, 
is the head and front of this conspir- 
acy, according to the white house au- 
thority, and the conspirators are al- 
ready at work on the scheme. Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio are the hotbeds of 
the plot, but the movement has spread 
to other states. Penrose boasted that 
he is the absolute dictator in his 
state; that he owns the sixty-eight 
delegates from that state to the re- 
publican national convention; that he 
can deliver them to whom he pleases 
and that, the rest of the country will 
be governed by the action of Penn- 
iylvania. 


Repeats $5,000,000 Story. 


On the following day after the 'din- 


ner at the Sherman Senator Penrose 
sought the president's friend to whom 
he had told the story, according to 
the white house statement, and whom 
Penrose had attempted to enlist In 
the cause of the anti-administration 
forces and wanted to refresh his recol- 
lection of the conversation of the 
night before. 


When told that he had outlined the 


scope of the conspiracy against the 
president Penrose stood by what he 
said, according to the white house ad- 
vices, and as an evidence of that fact 
said that the 
$5,000,000 had been 


raised and offered to write a check for 
$25,000 in favor of the president's 
friend to be used in making delegates 
for the anti-Roosevelt element. 
This 


offer was declined. 


This conspiracy, according to the 


story that was told at the white house, 
as related by Penrose, was that the 
anti-administration forces proposed to 
use their funds in purchasing newspa- 
pers, delegates to the national conven- 
tion and in bringing favorite sons into 
the presidential race, so as to defeat 
the Roosevelt forces. 


Lay Favorite Son Plots. 


It is planned by the conspirators to 


bring out Speaker Cannon as the fav- 
orite son of Illinois, Foraker in Ohio, 
Fairbanks in Indiana, Knox In Penn- 
sylvania. Shaw in Iowa, Hughes in 
New York and other leading men in 
states where the 
scheme can be 


worked, 


Where the people are strong for 


Roosevelt a more deceptive game will 
be played. In these strongholds the 
conspirators will "whoop it up" for 
Roosevelt and have delegates elected 
with instructions to vote for Roosevelt 
for a nomination for a third term. 
This plan is being arranged to fool 
thfi people,- as the conspirators have 
assurances upon which they believe 
they can rely that the president will 
not In any circumstances accept an- 
other term. It is propose 1 to manipu- 
late the Roosevelt 
delegations and 


have one of his enemies nominated. 
This scheme is now being worked out 
in Michigan, South Dakota and North 
Dakota, which are Roosevelt strong- 
holds. 


President Roosevelt is not alarmed 


over the fight the alleged conspirators 
are making on him and he is prepared 
to meet them on their own ground and 
from this time on there will be a live- 
ly campaign for the presidential nom- 
ination. 


An 
official 
at 
the white house, 


speaking by the authority of the pres- 
ident, declared yesterday that Mr. 
Roosevelt would not ngain he & candi- 
date and that he will not accept an- 
other nomination even if forced upon 
him by the convention.

GRAFTING IN* APPLE ORCHARDS. 


The old orchard can be very much 


helped by grafting and fertilization 
The best time to graft Is In the earlj 
spring, and preparations should be 
commenced as soon as tha buds hav" 
s,welled a little, by ihs last of Marc] 
or 1st of April. The scions should b 
cut. tied In bundles and placed 
Is 


some cool, damp place, such as the 
cellar bottom. Seions are msrely the 
last years's growth of some tree, the 
kind you wish to propagate. 
It I' 


hnporunt thai the tree selected shout< 
bo vigorous and bear apples of n 
tfuod size and color. 


As soon as It is warm enough for 


wax to work well, usually In April, 
you can begin to graft. Ii 
there 


should come an occasional cold day 
you can place your wax In a pail of 
warm waier to soften it. 


If the tree Is large enough to con- 


tain mora than one stub, look it over 
carefully and decide what limbs to 
graft and what to remove, that the 
tree may be well balanced. 


The branches need thinning out 


somewhat to let the sunlight In, but 
too many must not be removed a* 
once or the tree will be stagnated ai 
the roots and not do so well, though 
It may seem all righ* Jor a time. 


The branches should be sawed off 


smoothly close to the body of the tres 
so the wound will heal quickly. 
After 


the tree has been trimmed and you 
have decided what branches to graft, 
saw off the stub smoothly with a 
sharp, fine-toothed saw, split with the 
grafting knife and wedge open. 


Select a scion in proportion to the 


eize of the stub and cut off a piece 
largo enough to contain three buds. 
Some grafters use only two, but it is 
better to have three, as often the lowei 
bud set one-eighth of nn inch Into the 
bark and covered with wax will live, 
when the others are devoured by In- 
sects. 


Next sharpen the lower end of the 


scion somewhat like a wedge, but with 
the outer edge wider than the inner 
so it will fit tightly into one cleft in 
the. stub. 


TteTi set tho sharpened scion into 


tha (fjit 
so that the inside bark of 


tia tftfon will match the inside bark 
at the stub. If the stub is large it is 
better to set two scions, cutting out 
one .the second year If both live. Now 
cover the stub with wax and your tree 
Is grafted. 


WHY PLOW THE ORCHARD? 


The modern orchardist no longer 


believes that sod-hound 
trees 
are 


profitable trees. 
He may seed down 


an apple or pear orchard to grass for 
a, year or so occasionally—to check 
too rapid growth when such check 
Beems necessary—but as a general 
thing he 'plows and cultivates 
his 


fruil trees every season. 


The time to plow? Opinions vary, 


but there are two safe rules which 
have been time-tested 
and 
proved 


worthy: 


Young Trees—Plow thes-> as early 


n the spring as ground and weather 
:onditions permit; don't wait for any 
:ertafn date—do the work as early as 


..rou can. 


Bearing Trees—Plow immediately 


ifter the blossoms fall. 


How to plow? Shallow, of course. 


Fou do not want to rip out roots that 
can be avoided: It's the soil which 
needs stirring up, hut not the roots, j 
Bet your plow to run about four1 
Inches deep, and if you strike a few; 


SHORT T1MK LEASES BAD. 


One great fault with the present ten- 


antry system Is the short time leases. 
No man who has a single year's lease 
can feel a very deep Interest In his 
surroundings. 
He takes Uttls pride 


in the place, and knowing that his 
occupancy of the land is liable to end 
with the- season, naturally he does 
not care much for anything except t 
get as much off the land as he can 
while he is there. 


Leases of five or even ten years pro- 


duce the most satisfactory 
results. 


Landlords In the Middle West, \vher< 
sand !s high, arc becoming very care- 
ful as to the character of their ten- 
.nts, and once having found a good 
ona they are Inclined to give him a 
long lease and make Inducements for 
him to ilo his best and improve the 
land while he occupies It. 


The conditions of leases should be 


so fair and liberal to the tenant that 
he 
can have 
no legal 
business or 


moral grounds for neglecting his part 
of the contract. 


The good landlord will insist upon 


the best kind of farming all the time. 
He will have tho fences repaired every 
ye.-tr, the hedges trimmed, the build- 
ings kept up and the orchards pre- 


,'ecl. 
If it Is in the contract that 


he is to do these things he should do 
hem. 
If: It is stipulated that the ten- 


tnt Is to do the work the exact let- 
er of the contract should 
be de- 


manded. 


Much of the bad feeling that exists 


between landlord and tenant is due 


loosely drawn contracts In the first 


place, and the negligent enforcement 
of the provisions afterward. 
Start 


•ight and in most cases you will come; 
out right. 
! 


This winter there is a greater de- 


mand for good tenants In Illinois, In- 
diana. Michigan and Ohio than ever 
before. 
This is due largely to the 


•arcity nf farm labor, also to the I 


"act. that the really competent farmei 
tenants are entering upon land owner- 
ship themselves very fast. 


The fact is. there are more good 


farms offered for rent than there aie 
good tenants to take them. There are 
just as many—perhaps more—poor 
shiftless tenants than ever, but It is 
now a case oC the survival of the fit- 
test and the no-account, lazy renter 
must give place to the intelligent, in 
dustrious and honorable tenant. 


It is a question whether there is not 


more clear money In renting good land j 
than in owning it. Take land that is' 
worth $175 per acre—the landlord will 
have to do some very close figuring to 
get even a low interest on the value 
.fter paying taxes, insurance on build- 
ings, repairs and the other expenses 
which he Is compelled to bear out of 


share of the crop or his cash lease 


money.

SPr.ING IX THE SHEEP FOLD. 


Nothing better than alfalfa has yet 
een discovered for feeding lambs. 
Lambs do not do well on prairie 
ay, particularly it fed for a long 
ime. 


Do not turn the sheep into the corn 


field to do their own husking. 
They 


may get fat in this way, but the waste 
of grain is very large. 


Some men make money by buying 


vethers in the fall, wintering them on 
:orn fodder, good oat straw, topping 
off with some shelled corn just before 
they go to grass. 
They are sheared 


and put on the market just before the 
first grass mutton comes on.

Toots so near the surface it cannot be 
helped. 


For this work you will want a 


steady horse, a steady hand, a short 
\vhttfletree. and a small plow. Plow 
two or three rounds along each tree 
row. Lap the first furrows along the 
center of the row if you are plowing 
"up." 
Or, if you plow away from 


the trees, swing the plow in between 
trees, so that even,' inch of soil is 
turned except within a foot or so on 
each Hide of the tree. 
A little prac- 


tice will enable you to thus skim 
close to the trees on the fir?t round, 
leaving but \-ery little hoeing to be 
done. 


It is a good plan to pad the ends o£ 


ti%s ---hiffietree. Then If it accidentally 
hits tho trunk of a tree you will have 
no regrets. 
After 
plowing a 
few 


rounds along each row in the orchard, 
5et out the large plow and team, and 
finish the work in the easiest and 
quickest way. 


The amount of ridging up that an 


orchard needs depends largely upon 
the drainage. If the soil is not thor- 
oughly underdralned, it Is quite often 
essential to keep the ground ridged 
up along the tree rows so as to facil- 
itate surface drainage. 
On the other 


hand, if tile or natural drainage fa- 
cilities are good, It may be best to 
keep the ground as nearly level as 
possible at all times.

SEVER BUY A CHEAP RAM. 


Dogs still continue to be the terror 


of sheep raisers, and it is one reason 
why more farmers do not engage in 
the business. A shot gun loaded gen- 
erously with No. 2 shot is the only 
cure I'or sheep-killing dogs. 


Did you sow some winter rye last 


August, for pasture as soon as the i 
snow is off next spring? 
If you did j 


not, make no mista.ke next summer.' 


A South Dakota man says he has 


saved many young lambs by wrapping 
them in a blanket, leaving the nose 
sticking out and feeding them a lit- 
tle of the mother's milk by means of 
a warm bottle and rubber nipple. 


A good way to dock larnbs is 10 tie 


a cord tightly around the tail and 
then clip off with a pair of sharp 
pruning shears. Leave the tail about 
an inch long. 
Cover the end of the 


wound with a little carbolated vase- 
line and remove the cord at night. 
No trouble will follow. 


When you notice one of the flock 


keeping to itself, better investigate. 
You will generally find that the sheep 
is ailing some way. 


If you want big fat sheep you must 


push the lambs from the start and 
continue feeding to the finish. 


It Is a great waste of time and 


money to allow a sheep to become too 
old for mutton or wool. Get rid of 
them in time. 


Sheep or lambs sold for mutton 


should be just as fat as you can make 
them. 


A flock of sheep will keep the wood 


pasture pretty well cleaned up, but 
they cannot live on weeds and brush. 


Some men seem I" think that sheep 


and Angora goats ought 
to 
climb 


trees and get their living from tho 
branches. 


A barbed wire fence is unsuitable 


for a sheep lot. 
The barbs catch 


on the wool and make the sheep look 
ragged. 
There Is danger also that 


the animals may bo Injured by the 
barbs. 


A wire fence, unless it Is fifteen 


feet high, will not keep out a dog. Do 
not depend upon it. 


L, M. Campbell, a Colorado farmer, 


says he wintered eighty-five ewes on 
nn alfalfa pasture, raised thirty-five 


Never buy a cheap ram just because 


he Is cheap. He will prove dear, even 
if given to you. Get a strong ram, a 
yearling or a two-year-old. A ram Is 
half the flock, and so a very cheap 
plan for improvement. 


While you are selecting and securing 


your ram, place the ewes in a fresh 
pasture, a plot of rape or give them a 
few oats that they may be gaining 
rapidly for a few days before and 
while you are breeding them. 


This is considered a means to se- 


cure a large percentage of lambs. 


Another detail in this connection is 


to see that they are properly tagged. 


If the flock is large, do not turn the 


ram in to wear himself out uselessly; 
the last of the lamb crop will have to 
pay for it if you do. 
Let him in an 


hour twice a day, and feed him well. 


To bring the ewes into winter quar- 


ters in strong condition is important, 
and they should not. he exposed to the 
cold 
rains. Their 
wool 
Is partly 


grown nnd they rlry out slowly In 
these short days and the effect is de- 
teriorating. 


Let them have a shelter, and as cold 


weather approaches let them 
have 


some roughage that they may gradu- 
ally change from grass to winter ra- 
tions.—Homer Hitchcock.

danger from it. 


The shredder is doing as much as 


ny other thing to prevent trouble in 


feeding corn stalks. 
When fodder is 


cut at the right time, properly shred- 
ded and cared for there Is no more 
danger in feeding it than in feeding 
ilfalfa or any other roughage. 


It is mighty poor farming to al- 


low corn stalks to go to waste, but 
a ride through the great corn belt 
will- disclose the fact that hundreds 
of thousands of tons of good feeding 
stuff goes to waste every year, 


It is hard work to cut and shock 


corn In the old way, but the Introduc- 
tion of tho corn harvester and the 
shredder makes the work compara- 
tively light, and there is no excuse 
for allowing this valuable product to 
be wasted. 
Th.fi corn stalk disease is 


growing less every year, and with 
the necessity for better treatment of 
the product It will doubtless disap- 
pear in time. 


HIGH PRICES FOR HORSES.

TIME FOR MAKING CRATES. 


PEA HAY IN THE SOOTH. 


The feeding value of peavlne hay 


s becoming more generally recog- 
nised. The failure to secure a stand 


red clover has materially enhanced 


ts value in the eyes of the farmer, 
or it is really the best substitute for 
clover hay that has yet been found. 
Considering its feeding value alone, 
t is much richer in digestible pro- 
ein than clover hay, and for certain 
mrposes on the farm is more valu- 
able. 


Peavine hay is splendidly adapted 


or feeding to sheep and to cattle 
•nether milk or beef production be 
he object in view, it is not so well 
idapted to feeding to horses 
and 


•nules, especially to horses, because 
t is dusty and is supposed to be one 
if the principal causes of "heaves." 


While it Is true that clover hay is 


a fertile cause of heaves, it is not so 
Ikely to produce the disease as pea 
iay. 
Many have objected to using 


hay for horses because it has been 


aid to be a frequent cause of death. 


Investigation has generally shown 


hat death was only followed when 
mouldy pea hay was fed, and as the 
ceding of timothy or clover hay under 
ho same conditions would as likely 
iave rroduced death, it is not fair to 
ittribute any injurious effects 
to 


iroperly made and cured pea hay. 


More or less of a good quality of 


pea hay has been fed to horses and 
nules on the university farm for the 
>ast three years without injurious ef- 
ect.—A. M. Soule, Director Virginia 
Sxperiment Station. 


Nowis a good time to nail up crates 


either for fruit or farm use. 
Where 


elm or other good crate timber is 
plenty and a mill t'o cut It into crate 
material is handy, the timber can be 
got out afc a trifling cost and nailed up 
when other work Is not pressing. 


I know of one man who puts in his 


spare time making crates of common 
ath and 2x4 (hardwood). 
The lat- 


er are cut into triangular pieces with 
a rip saw for corners and tfie lath 
nailed to them quite closely together. 
This makes a light but not very dur- 
able crate. 


Store 
bos 
material, 
especially 


orangre or lemon boxes, can be used 
:or crates. By cutting hand holes in 
he ends at the orange boxes 
and 


nailing the slats firmer, they will 
make fairly good crates just as they 
are; or the slats may be knocked off, 
he middle partition taken out, and 
slats sawed to proper length and re- 
nailed to ends, making a fairly good 
;rate. 


If zinc or tin strips be nailed over 


.he ends of slats to prevent nails 
drawing out, a good, light crate will 
be made at a trifling money cost.—

draws off most of the blood. Do not 
cut holes in a hfde. as that spoils their 
value Rreatly.

J6; 
sheep 
polts from 50 cents to 


$1, and calf hides from 75 cents to 
51.50. 
Wool from a dead sheep can 


bo saved even If the hide Is spoiled. 
Pull out the wool, but be careful not 
to let the hide come in contact with 
:ho hands If they have abrasions upon 
them or blood poisoning will result.! 
After hides have been well salted.: 
fold them up with the hair outside j 
and take them to market as soon'as 
possible.

Indianapolis, April 4.—By a decision 


of the supreme court handed down 
this morning James Gillespie, of Ris- 
ing Sun, serving a life sentence in the 
state prison for the murder of his sis- 
ter, is set free. 


The decision reverses the opinion of 


the lower court on the ground that 
error was committed in not granting 
a new trial. 


The decision contains an order to 


the warden of the state prison to re- 
lease the prisoner and also an order 
tha'; further prosecution bo ahandoued. 


History of the Case. 


Miss Elizabeth Gillespie, an es- 


teemed woman of middle age, was 
killed December 3, 1903, by a load of 
shot from n shot gun fired through the 


, window of a room of her house.

brother, 
James 
Gillespie, 
together 


with Belle Howard, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Myron Harbour, were indicted 
and 


placed on trial charged wltli the 
crime. The jury disagreed and later 
Gillespie, who was elected to he tried 
separately, was placed on trial and 
convicted in 1905. He was sentenced 
to prison for life. 
The other three 


defendants were later acquitted. 


In the first trial, after the jury had 


been sworn, the state demanded tha 
discharge of the jury on the ground 
that one of the jurors was a second 
cousin of the deceased husband of 
Belie Howard, one of the defendants. 
The juror was examined and swore he 
knew of no such relationship.

yet been announced. 


The men originally demanded an 


increase of 12 per cent, and a work- 
ing day of nine hours, through all de- 
partments in which trainmen and con- 
ductors are employed. 


It was the general opinion today 


that the situation is more peaceful 
than at any time during the last week. 
Both sides are said to have made 
slight concessions and as they were 
not at any time far apart, it ia be- 
lieved tha't an adjustment will be 
reached within a few days. 


The general managers held a meet- 


ing that lasted far into the 
early 


morning and the conferences will be 
resumed again today. It Is believed 
possible that a partial settlement 
may be reached by night. The man- 
agers, however, stand flatly on their 
refusal to grant a nine-hour day and 
an increase of wages at the same 
time. 
Neither commissioner Knapp 


or Mr. Neill nor any of the leaders 
of the trainmen or conductors would 
say anything early today regarding 
the possibility of an early agreement. 


Prospects Are Bright. 


A meeting of the managing com- 


mittee of the trainmen and conduc- 
tors was held this morning, and at 
its conclusion it was aunouced that 
the prospects for a quick and peace- 
ful settlement were bright.

Courier, but until Monday it was not 
known up here in DeKalb county that 
the jurist is also a sprinter with no 
low record. As attorney for the Penn- 
sylvania railroad his eloquent voice 
has often been heard painting word 
pictures before a jury in a trial, of a 
railroad company being a great, kind, 
beneficient corporation without any 
revenge in its heart; and existing for 
the public's good. 
However, 
while 


the judge was chasing the elusive in- 
terurban car up and down Cedar 
street Monday noon, we wondered'if 
he didn't think after all.in his heart 
of hearts that these creatures of the 
law are sometimes souless corpora- 
tions without conscience and without 
heart. 


Judge Zollars ia attorney for the 


widow and administratrix o£ a $50,000 
estate that was brought to the De- 
Kalb circuit court on a change of 
venue from Allen, county and with all 
the important papers In the case 
came to Auburn on the 11 o'clock car. 
A half 
dozen other distinguished 


members of the Allen county bar 
came early in the day and with Judge 
Bratton were awaiting the arrival of 
Mr. Zollars to make up the issues in 
the case. Shortly after eleven Judge 
Zollars arrived and immediately there 
was enough activity among the attor- 
neys and clients in the court room to 
make an ordinary layman believe that 
the complicated case would be dispos- 
;d of in fifty minutes. 


Just what happened within the tem- 


ple of justice we are unable to state, 
but at 11:15 Judge Zollnrs emerges 
from the rear door of the court room 
and without any regard fo Uncle 
Hiram Enzor's signs, "Keep off the 
grass," made a bee line across the 
court yard to the northeast corner of 
the public square. At the intersec- 
tion of Cedar and Seventh 
streets, 


with hat in hand and hair disheveled, 
he paused for a moment, long enough 
to hail some stranger and in reply 
got an indifferent shake of the head. 
The stranger did not tarry to be 
cross-examined by the attorney 
but 


left him standing in the middle of the 
street. 


A Courier representative was ap- 


proaching not far in the distance and 
towards him the attorney rushed with 
the query and an explosive 
voice, 


"Where Is that car I came upon?" 


"Which car, Judge Zollars?" the 


Courier man. replied. 


"This 11 o'clock car," the judge 


answered somewhat excited.

£ar moved majestically on and so did 
the judge until they stopped at the 
internrhan station.

alighted he was seen to carry a small 
bundle in his hands and for this the 
lawyer was reaching with outstretched 
hands, but when the conductor in- 
formed him the package was a box of 
Easier eggs, his hands went drama- 
tically into the air with the exclama- 
tion, "I'm not in the Easter egg busi- 
ness today! Where is my bundle ol 
legal papers that was left on this 
cnr?"

Scheneclady, N. Y., April 4.—Daniel 


Miller a machinist, was mortally in- 
jured last evening by an infernal ma- 
chine which was sent to him by ex- 
press. The machine came from North 
Adams, Mass., and was delivered at 
Miller's lodgings, 431 Liberty street, 
within a stone's throw of police head- 
quarters, at 1:30 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. It was not opened by Miller 
until he got home aoout 7 o'clock. He 
started to open, the package, which 
was slightly larger than an ordinary 
cigar box, as it lay on a center table 
in his room on the second floor. 


An instant later there was a terrific 


explosion and other lodgers in 
the 


house as well as neighbors rushed to 
Miller's room. Miller lay groaning in 
agony on the floor, his face and body 
frightfully burned and mangled, his 
body stripped of clothing and blood 
streaming from hundreds of cuts. One 
eye was torn out and the entire lower 
portion of the trunk was cut open, ex- 
posing the intestines. 


Explosion Wrecks Room. 


The room was filled with smoke, 


but nothing had caught fire. The win- 
dows were blown out and the partition 
wall between Miller's and an adjoin 
Ing room was blown into the next 
room.

chairs and fables being reduced to 
kindling wood. v

Machine Carefully Made. 


The infernal machine, as nearly as 


can he judged from what is left of it, 
consisted of an electric battery con- 
tained in a zinc can. or pipe, about' 
two and one-half inches in diameter 
and five inches long, which was con- 
nected by a small copper wire with 
an exploding cap attached to a stick 
of dynamite. Several hundred small 
pieces of metal, screws 
.and slugs 


must have been contained in the pack- 
age, for these were found imbedded in 
Miller's body and scattered about in 
the wreckage in the room. 


The address on the 
package is 


printed in red ink with what appears 
to he a rubber stamp, one of those set 
UP with rubber type. 


The victim is 27 years old, indus- 


trious and prosperous. He was to be 
married in June to a 
Schenectady 


young woman. Miller's parents live 
in Ellenvlllc. Ulster county. A broth- 
er is also employee! here.

brother said that the wounded man 
had no enemies, and no one who is 
known to him lives in North Adams.

You are part of a great species of liv 
ing creatures which is called the hn 
man family."

words of my text, "There hath no temp 
tatibn taken you but such as is com 
moh to man, but God is faithful who 
will not suffer you to he tempted abovi 
that ye are able, but will with- thi 
temptation also make a way to escapi 
that ye may be able to bear it." 


My friends, as there nrc thousands 
f men and women in the past .who 
iiave been tempted just as we are 
tempted .and: God has found a way b> 
which they may escape from their 
iemptations, so if we let Jesus comi 
into our lives and accept his offer of a 
way of escape, we may overcome our 
present temptations. 
We 
all have 


:emptations. There is no doubt abou 
thjiat. The next question is, do we ap 
ply the gospel weapon against those 
temptations. 


There are in the first place physical 


lemptatioHs. 
There are the tempta 


lions of the,blood, of the nerves, the 
nuscles of the 
stomach 
and of the 


leart. There 
are the 
temptations 


which appeal to the physical organism 
which we have'inherited from our an- 
cestors, and which 
may have been 


weakened 
by disease or by abuse. 


L'hese temptations of the physical or- 
ganism aro among the very fiercest of 
all temptations to battle against. Paul 
was speaking literally as well as fig- 
uratively when he described himself as 
LIL armed sentinel standing guard over 
his body, .or as an armed foe in mortal 
:ombat with the passions of his flesh. 
Ie knew as every true Christian ought 
0 know, that unless he was continual- 
y warring against the evil desires of 
iis flesh he would become their slavi 
le said, "I keep under my body and 
irlng it into subjection, lest by any 
means when I have preached to others, 


myself should be a castaway." 
Oh, 


mj* brother, do you know that with the 
iclp of the Holy Spirit you may over- 
ome your physical temptations? 


One of the most common of those 


ihysical temptations is the craving of 
tie stomach and the nerves for a stim- 
ilant or a soothing narcotic. You are 
iot a lazy, good-for-nothing drunken 
oafer. You are an intense, ambitious, 
nergetic man. You, pernapa, started 
nth nothing; and everything, to use a 
lang expression, "seems to be coming 
our way."

But there are mental temptations as 


well us physical. Just the same as a 
man may have a malformed body he 
can have a malformed mind.

Sho had the mind of a matured, de- 
veloped woman. She could talk as a 


little six months' old baby. She never

months old. She hurt to sleep in a 
cradle. She had the mind of a woman, 
yet the body of a little child. In direct 
antithesis to this we often find men of 
fully matured physical bodies who aro 
woi'so than children In intellect. Their 
minds are warped and twisted otit of 
form. They have such mnlfomied in- 
tellects that they cannot think aright. 
They cannot tell the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. In their own 
strength they are intellectually color- 
blind. 


You know what I mean by a man 


laving Defective color-sight. 
When 


ihe applicant for a locomotive engi- 
neer's position applies to the- railroad, 
what is the first and chief rule by 
which tho official tests the applicant? 
" j takes him into a room where there 
are a lot of worsted yarns all jumbled 
up together. 
"Now you go and pick 


me out the blue skeins," says the ex 
aminer. "Now pick me out the red." 
The difference between tho colors of 
•ed and white may involve the safety 
of hundreds of passengers which an 
engineer may have In his charge." 
Some of you may be surprised to learn 
hat hundreds of woukl-be engineers 
lave been rejected, because the optic 
nerves which connect their eyes and 
.heir brains could not carry their mes- 
sages aright. So there are hundreds 
and thousands of men whose brains 
ire deformed.

Beecher shows how each man by edu-

gamble with us! Come and join our 
dancing 
cotillion. 
Of course many 


of these establishments may conflict 


with 
your old-fashioned Ideas, 
but 


never mind, you can still be a niem 
ber of the cmirch and b? ji^t lik? 
hundreds ami thousands of Christian;, 
who profess their religion and do not 
practice it." Or Satan sends acquain- 
tances.- who say, "Come let us nso 
wildcat 
speculations some 
of 
the 


moneys which have been left us in 
trust for the widow and orphan." Anil 
though the average man "would not 
be dishonest If Ic-ft to himself, yet 
when somo of these worldly tempta- 
tions come to him from without, he 
yields because oilier nK-n about him 
aro accustomed to sin in the same 
way. 


I always look upon the infectious- 


ness of sin a great deal as I do upon 
tho transmitting power of an electric 
current. 
When wo were young I had 


a classmate who owned an electric 
battery. 
Then he used to stand us 


boys around in a circle. 
Wo would 


all clasp hands, and the end men. 
would take held of tho handles of the 
electric battery. 
Then 
my 
class- 


.mate would turn" on the current, and 
this current would go running from 
hand to. hand, and frmn hand to hand, 
until it had made the complete cir- 
cuit. 
If two of those men would un- 


clasp their hands, Instantly tho cir- 
cuit.would lie broken and the current 
stopped. 
So I believe Satan sends 


tho currents of temptations through 
tho hearts and the minds and the 
souls of men. 
He arranges us about 


In circles. 
TliQii he gets us all to 


clasp hands. 
Then because men by 


our side sin wo sin, and because we 
sin other men sin. But though there 
Is a pernicious companionship of sin 
there is a saving companionship in 
Jesus Christ. When you clasp hands 
with loose men, with evil men, with 
sinful men, the currents of spiritual 
death leap through your soul. 
When 


you clasp hands with good men, with 
God-fearing men, with Christian men, 
the currents of spiritual life will go 
coursing through your . minds and 
hearts and souls. 


Now, 
my brother, the question for 


you to decide today Is not whether 
you 
are 
tempted worsw than any 


other man has been tempted. Your 
spiritual temptations are. such . as 
have always been common to man. 
The great question for yon to decide 
is whether you are willing to clasp 
hands 
with Jesus 
Christ and with

The Accusing Conscience.

The injury Jacob had 
done Esau, in depriving him both of 
his birthright and his father's bless- 
ing, must have made Jacob feel that 
Esau must be his enemy. A story is 
told of a young soldier named Stev- 
ens, in Africa, who unwittingly took 
refuge in a cave in the darkness of 
tho night, as he was wandering alone 
in the forest, having become separat- 
ed from 
his companions. 
Looking 


toward the entrance of the cave, ho 
saw in the moonlight a great lion 
coming toward him, and then the 
truth flashed upon him that he had in- 
vaded a lion's bedroom! He quickly 
decided to lie down and pretend to be 
asleep. So he lay perfectly still, with 
his eyes closed, and presently with 
a terrific roar, that seemed to make 
the ground shake, the lion bounded In. 
The intruder felt the lion's hot breath 
upon his face. The beast licked him 
nil over, as the poor fellow feared 
preparatory to tearing him In pieces. 
Then Stevens cried out to God in 
earnest, and promised that if his life 
were spared he would become a 
Christian, and return to England to 
preach the Gospel.

says:

from the tongue, but a coach and six 
horses can not bring It back." How 
important, then, that we not only pray 
to be saved from our sins, but also 
to be kept from committing sin. 


And Jacob was left alone. He had
